Ministers Discuss Cyprus Peace Plan

ft reek and Turkish foreign ministers 
meet privately in Geneva today to 
discuss a Turkish peace plan' for 
Cyprus. 


The agreement by Greek Foreign 
Minister George 
Mavros and 
his 
Turkish counterpart Turan Gunes to 
conduct private talks was described by 
a British spokesman as “the only 
progress achieved so far” in tripartite 
talks designed to end the crisis on 
Cyprus. 


Britain, Greece and Turkey are 
guarantors of Cypriot independence 
under the 1960 treaty that established 
the eastern M editerranean island 
republic. Representatives of the three 


countries started peace negotiations 
Thursday The United States is sitting 
in as an observer. 


In New York, the United Nations 
Security Council scheduled a meeting 
today on charges by Cyprus of Turkish 
cease-fire violations. The session was 
postponed Friday to await the outcome 
of the Geneva meeting. 


U.N. sources reported fresh fighting 
on Friday as Turks tried to expand 
their beachhead on the northern coast. 
The Cyprus U N. am bassador, Xenon 
Rossides, told the council of “the grave 
deterioration of the situation in Cyprus 
through the continued and flagrant 
violation of the cease-fire by Turkey.” 
Military experts and eyewitnesses 


said burkes was landing fresh supplies 
and reinforcements on the northern 
coast and had doubled the invasion 
force cf 6,000 that landed a week ago. 
Turkey also controlled about twice 
the territory it held when a U.N.- 
sponsored cease-fire went into effect 
Monday. 


Diplomatic pressure from Britain 
and the United States helped save the 
Geneva talks from collapsing Friday.

Callaghan, assisted by the U.S. ol>- 
server at the talks. Undersecretary of 
State William B. Buffum, persuaded 
Mavros to consider the Turkish plan 
Greek delegation .sources called one

mail ” But they said it provided a basis 
for further talks. 


Turkish sources said their plan in­ 
cluded these points: 
A ceasefire based on existing 
positions. 
A no m an’s land separating 
Turkish troops from both G reek 
Cypriot forces and U.N. peacekeeping 
units.

The key to the plan was that the in- 
place ceasefire would take effect on 
the day the agreement is signed, 
enabling Turkish troops to continue to 
adv ant e w hile the talks are held. 
Greece wants an agreement that 
would put Turkish troops back to the 
lines of last Monday’s ceasefire. 


Cypriot President Glafcos derides 
accused Turkey of “massive land 
grabs” and threatened to resume the 
fighting unless alleged cease-fire 
violations stopped.

Economic Talk Reaction Mixed 


NEW YORK (AP) - President 
Nixon’s call for budget austerity and 
less consumer .spending as a means of 
fighting inflation has drawn guarded 
praise from conservative economists 
and condem nation from N ixon's 
traditional opponents. 
In his nationally televised address to 
I a is Angeles businessmen Thursday 
night, Nixon said he is determined to 
cut the federal budget by $5 billion to a 
level of $300 billion for fiscal 1975. 
He also called on all .segments of the 
nation, particularly consumers, 
to 
spend 
less and 
save 
more. 
The 
President recommended that each 
wage-earner save 15 cents from each 
$10 normally spent. 
He declared a freeze on hiring of 


federal employes with the hope of 
reducing the federal work force by 
40,000 through attrition. 


Walter Heller, a former chairm an of 
the Council of Economic Advisers 
under 
P residents 
K ennedy 
and 
Johnson, conunented, “A $5 billion 
budget cut is next to impossible to 
attain and is only a token anyway. 


“And we know who the budget cut 
will probably hurt - not the defense 
community, but low income groups.”

Eisenhower, had high praise for the 
Nixon address.

now saving 75 cents out of every $10 in 
their paychecks. He said the increase 
in savings could hurt retail sales.

boy cott,” Jones told newsmen Friday. 
“ I would like to see consumers take a 
more discreet approach rather than 
not buying at all.”

Barry Coldwater of 
Arizona, also said consumer spending 
curbs are not the answer to inflation.

Friedm an says he believes taxes 
ought to come down, accompanied by 
as much budgetcutting as possible. 
He said he welcomed in Nixon’s 
speech the apparent desire to move 
toward more budgetary 
austerity.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The House 
Judiciary Committee makes another 
effort today to reach a vote on an a r­ 
ticle of impeachment accusing Presi­ 
dent Nixon with obstruction of justice 
in the Watergae coverup. 
After a 12-hour committee session 
Friday, Chairman Peter W. Rodino 
Jr., I)-N.J., said the committee will 
meet Sunday, too, if it appears possible 
it could w ind up its proceedings in one 
more day. 
Today’s session, which begins at 
noon, again will be broadcast via 
national radio and television. 
On the strength of a 27-11 test vote 
that defeated the first of what is ex­ 
pected to be a number of Republican 
amendments aimed at weakening the 
proposed article, it seems certain the 
committee will recommend Nixon’s 
impeachment when it gets the op­ 
portunity. 
A simple majority vote on any a r­ 
ticle of impeachment by the com­ 
mittee would send the m atter to the 
House floor. A simple majority vote in 
the House then would forward the bill 
to the Senate, where a two-thirds vote 
is needed to remove the President 
from office. 
The panel was stymied Friday by 
Rep. Charles W. Sandman Jr., R-N.J., 
w ho said the article was too vague. He 
tried w ithout .success to delete one of 
its provisions charging Nixon with 
making false or misleading statem ents 
to federal investigators. 
The defeat of Sandman’s motion 
came after a full day of argument over 
whether articles of impeachment need 
spell out the charges being brought 
against Nixon. 
The result appeared close to being a 
forecast of how a vote on the article 
itself might turn out. Rep. Henry P. 
Smith III, R-N.Y., who voted against 
Sandman’s motion, said he also will 
vote against the article but w as w illing 
to leave it intact now because other 
Republicans are for it. 
Five other Republicans voted with 
all 21 Democrats to defeat Sandman. 
Rep. 
Harold V. Froelich, 
R-Wis., 
another who voted to strike the 
provision, said he might end up voting 
for the article if it includes specific 
evidence. 
Another significant vote to keep the 
article intact was cast by Rep. Walter 
Flow ers of 
A labam a, 
the 
only 
Democrat regarded as a possible vote 
against impeachment. 
Flowers said he, too, wants to see 
specific supporting data before casting 
his final vote. 
“ In the obstruction of justice there is 
a dead skunk,” he said. “ You can 
smell it, but you’ve got to find it.” 
There are eight 
other separate 
provisions in the article and Sandman 
said 
either 
he 
or 
some 
other 
Republican opponent of impeachment 
will offer separate motions to strike 
them. If the full time allowable on each 
one w ere used, it w ould take another 24 
hours to get to a vote on the article. 
Rodino has powers as chairm an to 
limit debate on the motions.

the issue.” Rodino said 
Reps. Charles E. Wiggins, R-Calif., 
and David W. Dennis, R-Ind., joined 
Sandman in arguing for more detail 
rn the impeachment article. They 
said the committee was being unfair 
to Nixon by not specifying the 
charges more clearly. 
The article states that after the 
break-in 
of 
the 
D em ocratic 
headquarters in the Watergate office 
building June 17, 1972, Nixon, adopted 
and directed a policy of delay and 
obstruction of investigation in order to 
conceal and protect those responsible. 
It lists nine separate actions taken to 
implement the alleged policy. 
Wiggins, Dennis and Sandman in­ 
sisted the names, dates and places 
involved in all the separate actions 
should be included in the article, but 
the Democrats, backed by Special 
Counsel John Doar and Associate 
Counsel Albert Jenner, said the proper 
method is to supply the details in a 
separate bill of particulars. 
Rodino said the factual data sup­ 
porting the articles would be included 
rn a committee report accompanying 
any articles it sends to the House floor. 
Rep. 
Paul 
S. Sarbanes, 
D-Md., 
sponsor of the article, said it did not 
include itemized events because it 
deals with a course of conduct spread 
over many months. 
Rep. Elizabeth Holtzman, D-N.Y., 
accused the supporters of Sandman’s 
argument ot raising “a phony issue.” 
Rep. Barbara Jordan, D-Tex., said 
they 
were 
presenting 
phantom 
arguments. 


Rep. Jam es R. Mann, D-S.C., 
charged that the whole issue had been 
raised in the manner of an effort to 
influence the American public through 
television. 
“ He will be going to trial, if he goes, 
not only knowing what the charges are, 
but knowing every iota, every word of 
the evidence, with every i dotted and 
every t crossed,” Mann said. 
Nixon’s counsel, Jam es D. St. Clair, 
attended all committee sessions when 
evidence was produced and has been 
presented with copies of everything 
the members have received. 
In an effort to meet the demand of 
Flowers and Froelich for more in­ 
formation, however, Rodino is having 
the staff prepare a brief summary of 
factual information supporting the 
proposed article. The main evidence is 
contained in the 38 volumes of m aterial 
complied during the long inquiry. 
Although the adoption of any article 
will 
m ean 
the 
com m ittee 
has 
recommended Nixon’s impeachment, 
at least two more are to be offered 
after the obstruction of justice article. 
One will charge Nixon with violating 
his oath of office and his constitutional 
duty to see that the laws are faithfully 
executed. It will enumerate several 
charges, including interference with 
the Internal Revenue Service and 
creation of the special investigating 
unit that broke into the office of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
The other, to be .offered by Rep. 
Robert McClory, R-Ill., will charge 
Nixon with contempt of Congress for 
refusing to comply with committee 
subpoenas for White House tapes. 
U.S. To Establish 
Relations With 
East Germany 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States and East Germany are ex­ 
pected 
to 
establish 
diplom atic 
relations early next week, State 
Department officials said Friday. 
Formal .signing ceremonies will be 
held in W ashington probably on 
Monday or Tuesday, the officials said. 
At the same time, the Nixon adminis­ 
tration is expected to announce its 
nominee for the post of U.S. am ­ 
bassador to the European Communist 
nation. 
U.S. sources said the most likely 
candidate for the post is John Sherman 
Cooper, a former Republican senator 
from Kentucky. 
U.S. and F ast G erm an re p re­ 
sentatives have been negotiating the 
diplomatic relations question off and 
on for several months, with the most 
.serious issues involving claims by the 
United States against the East Ger­ 
mans. 
State Department officials said the 
claims have not been resolved but the 
CrRAFFITI 


two sides have agreed to make their 
settlement the first order of business 
after relations are established. 
Among the claims is the American 
request for possession of the former 
U.S. embassy in East Berlin. The 
United States occupied the building 
until the outbreak of World War IL 
Other claims include payment by the 
East Germans of compensation for 
American property destroyed during 
the war or later confiscated when the 
Communists occupied the area which 
became East Germany. 
Ford Gives 
Nixon Support

In a fund-raising dinner for an 
Illinois State Republican senatorial 
c andidate Friday night, Ford said: “ I 
believe with the deepest convictions 
that the President of the United States 
is innocent of any impeachable of­ 
fense. 
“ I hope and trust that the good 
judgement of Congress will, in the 
process that is being carried out, 
vindicate hun. “ I know he is innocent. 
“ I know that the American people, 
deep in their hearts, know that a man 
who has done so much for peace, who 
has done so much for the country as a 
whole, deserves better than the 
treatm ent he is getting at the present 
tim e," said Ford. 
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Dry Weather Lawn 
Care Hints Offered

Agriculture 
Bluegrass growing in good soil and 
cut at the proper height (2 to 24 in­ 
ches) is not likely to die during dry 
weather. Unwatered lawns may turn 
brown, but they will recover when 
rains come. However, if you want a 
green lawn during dry summers, you’ll 
have to water it. 


Watering can be done any time the 
lawn needs its. whether the sun is 
shining or not. Wet the soil to a depth of 
6 to 8 inches. This may require leaving 
the sprinkler in one place for several 
hours. Of course, the type soil will 
determine how long it will take to wet 
the top 6 inches. Basement clays take 
much longer to w et than a sandy loam 
soil. 


Do not apply water faster than the 
soil will absorb it. Water that runs 
down the gutter does not help your 
lawn. Neither does sprinkling with 
hose in hand. This may cool you, but it 
does little for the lawn. In fact, hand 
sprinkling may do more harm than 
good. 
During rainless periods, you should 
expect to water the lawn every week to 
IO days. 
If you are following a scheduled 
fertilization program . July 15 to 


August IO is the time for the second 
application. The third and final ap­ 
plication should be applied September 
I to 15. 
Do not apply more than 2 pounds 
nitrogen per 1,000 square feet of lawn 
area per application. To determine 
how much of a complete fertilizer such 
as 20-10-10 that you need to get 2 
pounds per 1.000 square feet, divide the 
per cent nitrogen (the first number in 
the 20-10-10) 
into the amount of 
nitrogen you want per 1.000 square feet 
in this example, 2 pounds. This 
would give you IO pounds of a 20-10-10 
per 1.000 square feet. For a 10-5-5 
fertilizer, 20 pounds per 1.000. 
Spread the fertilizer evenly when the 
grass is dry. If it doesn’t rain, water 
the fertilizer into the soil. 
Most lawn grasses are Kentucky 
bluegrass and should be cut 2 to 24 
inches high. Cutting high does not 
mean to let the grass get tall before 
you cut it. Cut often enough so that not 
more than one inch of grass blade is 
removed at a cutting. 
Sharpen rotary type mower blades 
often. A dull biade tears the grass 
leaves and may cause a deterioration 
of turf quality. A rotary blade should 
be sharpened every 3 or 4 mowings, 
depending on the size of your lawn, 
larg e r lawns means more frequent 
sharpening.

The spring weather fluctuation could 
very well have you wondering what 
may happen to your tomatoes. 
Common 
fruit 
problems 
include 
misshapen or scarred fruit, rotting of 
the blossom end, and rotting where the 
fruit touches the soil. 
Misshapen or scarred fruit can be 
caused by cool weather (tem peratures 
in the low 50’s) such as occurred early 
in June, herbicide damage, or virus 
infection. 
Blossom-end rot results when plants 
are exposed to widely fluctuating soil 
moisture conditions. 
It 
is recom­ 
mended that gardeners water their 
plants reg u larly and thoroughtly 
during dry spells. Straw or other 
mulches will be helpful in conserving 
moisture and preventing blossom-end 
rot and will minimize fruit loss due to 
soil rot. 
There is one change in tomato plant 
appearance that you don’t have to 
worry about. It’s called physiological 
leaf curl and causes leaves to roil up. 
This is often an indication of a well 
fertilized, vigorous plant. Leaf curl 
should not be confused with wilting due 
to disease or lack of moisture.

RECP Review Underway 


A mid-year review is now underway 
on the Rural Environmental Con­

In Ohio

Western com rootworm is present in 
all Michigan counties bordering Ohio 
on the North and in two Indian counties 
bordering Ohio on the Northwest, says 
B. D. Blair, Extension Entomologist at 
The Ohio State University. 
There is a strong possibility western 
com rootworm is present in nor­ 
thwestern Ohio, the specialist reveals. 
Therefore, growers are urged to make 
field checks throughout the month of 
August to determine if the pest is 
present. 
“ Our prim ary problem at the 
present is northern com rootworm,” 
Blair says. “But, because the in­ 
secticides aldrin, heptachlor, and 
chlordane, which are used against 
northern com rootworm, are not ef­ 
fective against western com root­ 
worm, farm ers need to know the 
difference,” Blair explains. 
“There’s no way we can look at 
western and northern rootworm eggs 
and tell the difference. Rootworm eggs 
hatch about June I, so adults should be 
present during August,” he says. 
“Check the silks on com ears for 
adults. The western com rootworm 
adult is larger than the northern and 
has three dark stripes down its back. If 
adults are found, take them to the 
county agent who will get them 
identified 
at 
the 
laboratory 
in 
Columbus. 
“Western com rootworm is expected 
to cause economic damage in Ohio in 2- 
3 years. That’s why it is important to 
determine its presence as early as 
possible,” Blair explains. 
Growers planting com continuously 
in the same fields particularly are 
urged to check for western com 
rootworms, since the pest should be 
present in these fields. Roughly, one- 
half of Ohio’s 3 million acres of com is 
continuous, he says.

USDA’s Forest Service 
(FS) and Soil Conservation Service 
(SCS) are responsible for providing 
technical program guidance to the 
state and local ASC committee that 
administer RECP. 
Spangler said, “ Principal provisions 
of RECP are: one-year or multi-year 
conservation cost share agreements 
with farm ers resulting in control of 
w ater and erosion, encouraging 
private timber production and wildlife 
preservation, and keeping agricultural 
chemicals from 
polluting the en­ 
vironment.

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Ohio Farmers Involved 
In 17,029 Accidents

I*jst year Ohio farm people were 
involved in 17,029 accidents that costs 
$5,592,000. 
One-third of these accidents resulted 
from falls, says W. E. Stuckey, 
Extension leader, Safety, The Ohio 
State University. 
To avoid being listed as one of the 
1974 accident casualties, why not heed 
the following precautions: 
Watch your step. Survey your path to 
spot slipping or tripping hazards. 
Wear shoes and boots with slip- 
resistant soles and heels. Clean them 
off before climbing, mounting farm 
equipment, or w alin g on hard, 
smooth surfaces. 
Keep walking surfaces free of slick 
substances such as manure, loose 
grain, small gravels, etc. 
Never permit children to ride on 
farm equipment. Establish the “no 
riders” rule. No one should be on farm 
equipment other than those necessary 
for operation or instructional pur­ 
poses. 
Use hand holds or rails when 


climbing off and on machinery, use 
handrails on stairs. 
Inspect ladders before each use. 
Repair or replace if unstable or faulty. 
Place ladder on firm footing. Set 
ladder base out one foot for each four 
feet up. Don’t overreach, and stay off 
tall ladders on gusty days. 
Keep your place clean and free of 
unnecessary 
slipping, 
tripping 
hazards. 
Keep buildings maintained. Repair 
broken flooring, steps, etc. Every 
stairway should have handrails. 
Have storage place for everything 
and put things away when finished. 
Good housekeeping is a must to 
prevent falls. 
Don’t block your view when carrying 
large items. 
IxK)k for hidden hazards when 
walking in weeds, tall grass, or poorly 
lighted areas. 
Provide plenty of light so you can see 
where you are going. 
Fatigue, illness, excessive alcohol, 
worry, poor vision, anger, medicants 
which make you drowsy, and many 
others make you less alert. 
Take time to be safe.

Thomas E. Ferguson, Democratic 
candidate for State Auditor, said today 
that Pickaway countians received 
back over twice as much in state funds 
as they paid in state income taxes in 
1973. 


Ferguson said income taxes paid by 
local taxpayers amounted to $1,135 
million in calendar 1973, while the 
state sent back to Pickaway County 
last year $1,906 million for schools, 
$365,206 in property tax 
rollback 
reimbursements, $152,878 in local 
government fund money and $62,602 in 
homestead 
exemption 
reim­ 
bursements. 


“The state income tax has enabled 
the state to substantially increase its 
financial assistance to the counties, 
schools and municipalities, as the 
figures I just cited demonstrate,” 
Ferguson said. 


The deputy auditor spoke at a “get 
acquainted with Tom Ferguson” 
breakfast here at the Pickaway Arms. 
It was part of his statewide drive to get 
to meet as many Ohioans as possible in 
these early months of the campaign. 


Ferguson also told his guests that 
“Democrats in Ohio have the best 
chance ever this year to win control of 
all Statehouse offices as well as elect 
majorities in both houses of the Ohio 
legislature.” 
“Our only concern should be not to 
become overconfident,” he added. All 
statewide candidates should pull 
together and work closely with state 
and local parties. 


The 45-year-old Ferguson, who has 
been Deputy Auditor since July, 1973, 
said he was campaigning on the record 
established by his father, Auditor 
Joseph T. Ferguson, “these past three 
and one half years.” 


He pointed out that since January, 
1971 the Auditor’s office has conducted 
over 8,000 regular audits and 32 special 
investigations and made findings for 
recovery totaling $4.3 million of tax­ 
payers dollars that had been im­ 
properly expended at the state, county, 
township, village and school levels. 
“I’m proud of that record,” the 
younger Ferguson concluded.

to operate it obviously has 
econom ic advantages. For 
that reason and because of 
traffic congestion New York 
City is 
considering adding 
double decker buses to some of 
its routes. 
For nearlv half a centure 


double deck buses were fix­ 
tures of New York streets, but 
the last one was taken off in 
1953. The reasons 
for

demise were economic, also. 
Too few riders to support the 
two-man crews required to 
man the vehicles. 
But 
with 
fare 
system s 
designed for the passenger to 
deposit correct change, the 


double deckers require only a 
driver. 
Although they 
may 
require

ride 
shotgun to protect upper tier 
passengers against muggings. 


That is the concern which 
has delayed approval of the 
buses. Crime is but one factor 
intruding 
on 
econom ic 
decisions in the large cities. 


A Crusade Goes On 


NEW YORK — No man in Congress 
has fought longer or more successfully 
for equal employment status for the 
handicapped than Sen. Jennings 
Randolph (D.. W. Va.). His crusade to 
help the seemingly helpless dates back 
38 years, to a day in the House of 
Representatives when he co-sponsored 
a bill making it illegal for government 
offices to routinely reject job ap­ 
plications 
from 
qualified 
blind 
workers The Post Office Department 
was particularly difficult during the 
hearings on Capitol Hill, but the bill 
passed and since then there have been 
inspiring gains among the nation’s 
estimated 20,000,000 handicapped. 
Sen. Randolph is still at it, now as 
chairman of the Senate Sub-committee 
on the Handicapped. He had much to 
do 
with 
last 
y ear’s 
strong 
Rehabilitation Act and Regulations 
which provides for penalties against 
private holders of government con­ 
tracts if they refuse to hire a qualified 
handicapped person. 
In effect, the handicapped of this 
land have now established the same 
right-to-work status as the rest of the 
m inorities, 
including 
our 
new 
residents from Outer Mongolia. 
It was harder than you’d think, in 
this most compassionate land. 
Takers of the 1970 Census counted 
handicapped members of America’s 
households for the first time rn the 
history’ of the country, thus ending an 
incredible oversight. The census 
showed that one out of 13 adults in the 
U.S. is handicapped to varying 
degrees. That came to about 11,000,000 
Americans who had grown to maturity 
during a period when few officials in 
Washington seemed to give a damn. 
Their chances of employment were 
lessened by the bleak fact that, by and 
large, they were less educated than 
Americans of the same age groups. 
They had had more trouble getting into 
schools. Twenty-two per cent of them 
had never gotten beyond the eighth 
grade. Their income, if they had any at 
all, was commensurately small, no 
matter how bright they were. There 
were computer operators among 
them, teachers, librarians, writers, 
lawyers, etc. But their per capita in­ 
come barely topped $7,000. 
But the day is here, or at least it is 
nigh. The handicapped are forming a 
united front, buttressed by the 1973 act 
signed by President Nixon. Teeth have 
been grown. Tile halt and the blind are 
getting up on their hind legs. And 
fighting and finding encouragement. 
Here’s an example of that from the last 
pages of “To Race the Wind,” (Ban­ 
tam Books) written by Harold E. 
Krents, the real-life hero of the hit 
Broadway play and movie, “But­ 
terflies Are Free.” 
Krents was president of the student 
body at his high school, a cum laude at 
Harvard College, songwriter, singer, 
and goes in for touch football. He is 
now with the distinguished Washington 
law firm of Surrey, Karasik and 
Morse. 
Harold is blind. In “To Race the 
Wind’’ he tells us what it was like to 
pass the 
New

Bar exam: 
“Throughout the four hours of lec-

tures, I sat in my seat, madly taking 
notes on a miniature Braille machine. 
It became clear as I Brailled more and 
more, that I was in for trouble. The 
ticker tape began to crawl down the 
aisle 
and

the subject of evidence. 


“Sure enough, the monent the 500 
students were dismissed, everybody 
was tromping on the piles of my tape. 
When I reached home, I found my four 
hours of notes were totally illegible. 
The following day, the people in charge 
put me in a little room, locked the door, 
and piped the lectures in to me . . . The 
night before the first day of the exam, I 
sat down to make one last stab at 
memorizing the few things I had not 
already committed to memory. The 
amount of Braille material that lay 
before me was so huge that it con­ 


stituted a vertable fire hazard. Terror 
seized me. Everything had gone out of 
my mind! 
“ . . . It wasn’t until December I that 
the names of those who passed were to 
be published in the New York Times. 
My father and I stood outside the 
Tunes building in a line of anxious 
students, shivering more from fear 
than from cold. 
“ They’re here!’ shouted a student in 
front of us. and a moment later Dad 
returned to me with a Times clutched 
in his hand. He found the right page 
after what seemed an eternity, and he 
began to read. He said Kart, Kenty, 
Kelley — Kirk — Klawson — Kopp — 
Krents. Harold E. Krents’ 
“Chalk one up for the team, Dad,” I 
exulted. “ It’s all over!” 
‘“ No it isn’t,’ he said. ‘It’s just the 
beginning of a great big brand-new 
wonderful world.’”

This time we will 
await a flight to Glasgow. I have never 
been to Scotland. Somewhere over the 
Firth of Forth there is a bridge, which

Also, the Scots make 
Scotch, which smells like a sleeping 
volcano.

Goodyear Notes 
Record Earnings 


AKRON, Ohio (AP)—The Goodyear 
Tire & Rubber Co. overcame strikes, 
high interest rates and price controls 
to post the highest quarterly and half- 
year sales and earnings records in 
history, Goodyear Chairman Charles 
J. Pilliod Jr. said Thursday. 


Net income for the second quarter 
was $61,457,000 or 85 cents a share, up 
IO per cent from $55,891,000 or 76 cents 
a share in the same period of 1973, the 
company reported. The previous one- 
quarter high point was $56,394,000. 
Second quarter sales were reported 
as $1,368,050,000, an increase of 13 per 
cent over the $1,210,754,000 recorded in 
the corresponding period last year. —

The common cold will eventually 
yield some of its secrets to resear­ 
chers. It seems that the common cold, 
known to be caused by a group of 
viruses, will be attacked by the use of 
zinc in some form. 


Dr. Bruce D. Korant, at the Dupont 
Central Research D epartm ent in 
Wilmington, Del., is studying a group 
of metals, including copper, nickel, 
m anganese, m ercury and others 
because of their anti-viral p o ssib les. 


To date, zinc is the one metal that 
seems to attack the virus without 
severe toxic reactions in experimental 
animals. 
Such 
relentless 
studies 
must 
inevitably lead to the conquest of 
m an’s most expensive and “common” 
illness. 


He uses a microwave heating in­ 
strument and applies it to the abdomen 
in women who are about to give birth. 
Dr. Dales feels that both the mother 
and the baby benefit because the labor 
pains are not as severe and the 
progress of labor seems to improve. 
In a study of more than 1,000 cases, 
this safe heating method has been 
effective enough to be tried by other 
doctors around the world. 


It is amazing how frequently 
grandmothers’ remedies ultimately 
are shown to have scientific validity. 
It is well known that the use of a hot 
water bag is often effective for the 
control of low abdominal pains during 
the menstrual period. 
This concept was applied in a special 
way by Dr. Jose Dales, of the Maria 
Middelares Clinic in Ghent, Belgium. 


People who are color blind have 
learned to adjust to the distortions of 
color. Yet in many instances, color 
blindness is a real handicap and may 
be a source of danger at work and 
while driving a car. 
Dr. Herbert Rosenstock and Dr. 
David Swick, of the United States 
Research Laboratory, in Washington, 
D.C., have devised a special type of 
filter for eyeglass lenses to help the 
color blind to accurately readjust their 
color vision. 
These special filters will be in­ 
corporated in lenses that can be at­ 
tached to ordinary eyeglasses or 
sunglasses. With a short period of 
training, quick adjustment can be 
made, and allow the color blind person 
to compensate for his deficiency.

NEW YORK (AP) — Plagued for 
several years by economic un­ 
certainty, a depressed stock market 
and a loss of investor confidence, the 
nation's mutual funds seem to have 
found at least one reason to cheer in 
June. 
Redemptions of shares in that month 
dropped 
to $275.6 
m illion, 
the 
Investm ent 
Company 
Institute 
reported, the lowest figure since 
January 1971. It was almost enough to 
convince some funds that the turn had 
come. 
Then the analysts got to thinking, 
and they came up with this ex­ 
planation: investors simply postponed 
their redemption plans because prices 
were too low. They didn’t want to ac­ 
cept their losses. 
If that is so, it leaves the funds in a 
rather curious position. If prices 
remain low, then so will redemptions. 
But if the price of mutual fund shares 
rise, then redemptions might rise also. 
The goal of any mutual fund is to 
secure for its investors the highest 
return, but in doing so a fund con­ 
ceivably could lose some of those in­ 
vestors. It’s a symbol of the mixed up 
state of affairs in the financial world. 


An unrelated but equally mystifying 
development concerns the decision by 
the New York Bank for Savings to 
publicly offer debt securities with a 
guaranteed interest rate of IO per cent 
through May. 


The decision seemed to be in 
response to an offering of $650 in high 
interest notes by Citicorp, the parent of 
First National City Bank, a com­ 
mercial as opposed to savings bank. 


The savings banks and savings and 
loan associations were distressed by 
Citicorp’s move, claiming it would 
cause them to lose deposits. If they lost 
deposits, they argued, they would be 
even less able to fulfill their function of 
granting home mortgage loans. 
Which brings up the point: Since the 
main business of savings institutions is 
to accept depositors’ money and lend it 
out to homebuyers at anywhere from 
8.5 to about 9.5 per cent these days, 
how can they afford to pay IO per cent 
to acquire money? 
No im m ediate explanation was 
forthcoming, but there was such 
speculation among moneymen that 
somebody must expect mortgage rates 
to rise too. 
Sen. Taft Calls 
For Housing Plan 
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KINGS MILLS, Ohio (A P )- U.S. 
Sen. Robert Taft, R-Ohio, saying the 
only quick cure for slum areas is if oil 
is discovered there, moved Thursday 
for housing rehabilitation to preserve 
city neighborhoods “in early stages of 
decline.’’ 
Taft, in a text prepared for delivery 
before the Ohio Conference on Com­ 
munity Development executive board 
meeting at the Kings Island Inn,ex­ 
plained his proposed amendment for 
what he called the first major housing 
bill before the U.S. Congress since 
1968. 
“There was extensive rhetoric about 
the last bill saving the cities,” Taft 
said. “There are no such promises 
with the housing bill now in con­ 
ference.” 
The senator said that the bill 
promises to end “two years of funding 
cutbacks, indecision about federal 
policy, stagnation of the programs and 
lack of progress.” 
The Senate proposals for funding 
would decrease money coming to 
Ohio’s central cities by 70 per cent, 
while 
increasing 
funding 
for 
surrounding areas by 46. per cent, Taft 
said. 
“The best we can get is a possible 


compromise which gives the Housing 
and Urban Development Department 
considerable discretion in the funding 
formula,” he said. Taft said the 
compromise would assure the cities of 
their present level of funding for 
several years. 
Taft em phasized the need for 
housing rehabilitation in early stages 
of decline to “save money that would 
be needed later for comprehensive 
urban renewal.” 
He went on to say that his amend­ 
ment would also require at least 80 per 
cent of federal housing funds to be 
spent on activities designed to 
alleviate either deteriorating areas or 
to aid low or moderate income 
families. 
Taft called on the board to continue 
responsible planning of programs 
aimed at easing housing problems. 
“I am confident that Ohio’s cities 
and the people involved can meet this 
challenge in the same way they have 
faced up to challenges in the past,” 
Taft said.

Injunction Halts 
Welfare Raises 


TROY, Ohio (AP)—An injunction, 
issued at the request of the state at­ 
torney general, has put a temporary 
halt on payment of a wage increase to 
Miami County welfare department 
employes that county commissioners 
approved in March. 
The injunction will remain in effect 
until the Miami County Common Pleas 
Court resolves a state suit filed against 
the commissioners, county auditor and 
welfare director, said Judge William 
Kessler. 
Wages for all county employes, 
including welfare workers, were in­ 
creased seven per cent by the com­ 
missioners. Atty. Gen. William J. 
Brown contends that salaries for all 
state workers, including county wel­ 
fare employes, must be determined by 
the General Assembly. 
A spokesman said the 24 local 
welfare workers may have to return an 
estimated $4,200 if the case is decided 
in favor of the state.

PORT CREDIT, Ont. (AP) 
— Controversy over the way 
the course was set up—some 
of the great names said it was 
too easy—swirled over the 
second round of the $200,000 
Canadian Open golf cham­ 
pionship. 
Little Chi Chi Rodriguez 
had a different slant on it, 
however. 
“ It played short because of 
the way I hit the ball” the di­ 
minutive Puerto Rican said 
with a big grin Friday after 
he romped home with a 
brilliant 63 and record total of 
131 for the 36 hole lead in this 
national championship. 
Rodriguez’ 
seven-under- 
par round was a record for 
the Mississauga Golf Club 
course—listed at 6788 yards 
but playing shorter. The 
score has been bettered on 
the pro tour only twice this 
season. 
And, said Rodriguez, it was 
his best round “ since I had 64 
in the Tam O’Shanter in 
1964.” His 131 total, nine 
under par is the best 36 hole 
score this season. 
It gave hun a one-shot lead 
over happy-go-lucky I^arry 
Ziegler, who also had a 63— 
his career best—in the ex­ 
tremely low scoring. 
Seven other players, in­ 
cluding Jack Nicklaus and 
defending champion Tom 
Weiskopf, had 65s on the tight 
little layout that was sub­ 
jected to a drizzling morning 
rain and was threatened with 
heavy storms. 


“ I shot 65 but so did every­ 
body else,” said Nicklaus 
with a shrug. 
“ The course was set up too 
short,” 
Nicklaus 
said, 
pointing out that the markers 
were shoved forward on the 
par threes and one par five 
hole. 
“ For 
a 
national 
championship, the cham­ 
pionship of a country, I think 
we ought to play the whole 
golf course. It’s a shame to 
play it the way we did.” 
“ It belittled the course,” 
said Weiskopf. 
And the touring pros took 
advantage of it, making a 
mockery of par. In the second 
round alone, 59 players broke 
the standard of 70. 
Dick Rhyan, a 39 year old 
journeyman who has yet to 
win, had a 66-133 and was 
alone in third.

Set Available 


The American 
Revolution Bicen­ 
tennial Administration is offering for 
sale to the general public the 1974 
stamp and medal sets. The set is made 
available through the cooperation of 
the United States Mint and the United 
States Postal Service and is the third rn 
a 
series 
of 
official 
Philatelic- 
Numismatic Combination packages. 
This official stamp and medal set 
w ill be available only during the month 
of July at a cost of $5 and includes the 
1974 Bicentennial commemorative 
medal issued under the authority given 
by the Congress of the United States. 
Featuring the bust of John Adams, 
the bronze medal was designed by 
Robert A. Weinman, president of the 
National Sculpture Society. Adams, 
considered one of the most influential 
participants of the revolution, was the 
second President and a delegate to the 
First 
and 
Second 
Continental 
Congresses. 
The reverse side of the medal 
depicts the First Continental Congress 
with the slogan “For the recovery of 
our just rights.’’ 
Four 
ten-cent 
commemorative 
stamps are affixed to the first day 
cover and represent the buildings that 
housed the Continental Congresses. 
Net revenue derived from the sale of 
the package to go toward Bicentennial 
projects throughout the 50 states and 
American possessions. 


Ex-Ambassador 
To France Dies 


N O R W A Y, Conn. (AP) — Arthur 
K. Watson, former ambassador to 
France and a leader in making the 
IBM empire a giant of international 
trade, died Friday in Norwalk Hospi­ 
tal. He was 55. 
Watson had been in the hospital 
since being injured in a fall July 18 at 
his New Canaan, Conn., home. 
In 1970, Watson left the corporation 
and accepted President Nixon’s ap­ 
pointment as ambassador to France. 
He held the post for two years. 
His major role within IBM had been 
with the subsidiary IBM World Trade 
Corporation since 1949. He was a 
director of the parent IBM Corporation 
and member of the executive com­ 
mittee of the board. 
His father was Thomas J. Watson 
Sr., who built the company from a 
small upstate New York firm.
